Decision on 
existing bike 
lanes delayed 


Should they stay or 
should they go? Council 
wants more details on 
controversial lanes

Edmontonians will have to 
wait for answers on the future 
of 106 Street, 40 Avenue and 95 
Avenue bike lanes after a city 
council committee asked ad¬ 
ministration for more informa¬ 
tion and further consultation. 

How people are affected by 
the bike lanes in those areas, 
bike lane performance tar¬ 
gets and the cost of moving 
the 95 Avenue bike lane to a 
nearby service road are all up 
for review after three motions 


passed in the transportation 
committee meeting Wednes¬ 
day. The reports are all back in 
front of members of council for 
discussion in spring 2015. 

The decision came after the 
committee heard from both 
sides of the debate: Should 
these bike lanes stay or go? 

For some, the bike lanes on 
40 Avenue aren’t being used 
enough to warrant their spot 
on what they say is a busy road. 

“Spotting a cyclist on 40 
Avenue is like spotting a rare 
animal,” said speaker Patrik 
Foff. “I definitely like bike lanes 
but they have to be positioned 
properly. I really think we have 
to position our dollars accord¬ 
ingly.” 

For others, the report on 
the three specific bike lanes 
brought forward to the com¬ 
mittee from administration 
Wednesday showed enough 


data on bike path usage for 
them to stay. 

“I understand the lanes are 
controversial but the facts put 
forward in the report don’t 
support that view,” said David 
Shepherd, adding that build 
bike paths and cyclists will 
come. “Change doesn’t happen 
instantly.” 

Traffic concerns and need¬ 
ed improvements were also 
brought forward from both ad¬ 
ministration and the public, an 
issue some members of com¬ 
mittee said might be part of a 
broader problem. 

“Bikes have the right to be 
there, lane or not. Ultimately 
the problem is we have to find 
a safe way for all to be there,” 
said Coun. Ben Henderson. 

City officials will set up 
meetings in the affected com¬ 
munities, but no date has been 
scheduled at this time.

Province 
monitoring 
falling oil prices 

The Alberta government is 
keeping an eye on tumbling 
international oil prices, but 
it doesn’t believe there is 
cause for alarm just yet. 

The price of West Texas 
Intermediate fell to $80.71 
on Wednesday, far from the 
average price the govern¬ 
ment set in the budget 
of $95.22. The numbers 
are a yearly average, but 
eveiy dollar dip below that 
average costs the provincial 
treasuiy $215 million. 

“Falling oil prices 
certainly do impact Alberta 
and we’re going to continue 
to look and monitor them,” 
said Gerald Kastendieclc, 
a spokesperson for the 
finance department. 

He said the one thing 
working in the province’s 
favour is the decline in the 
Canadian dollar. 

The province’s assump¬ 
tion was the dollar would 
trade at a yearly average of 
$0.91, but it was trading at 
$0.89 on Wednesday. Eveiy 
penny the dollar drops ac¬ 
tually adds to the province’s 
bottom line, to the tune of 
$241 million. 

Kastendieclc said the 
province uses the best 
information it has available 
to make its assumptions in 
the budget. 

“We recognize that oil 
and resource revenues are 
volatile. We base it on the 
best information of the 
economists and the energy 
industiy,” he said. 

Kastendieclc said it was 
too early to say if any chan¬ 
ges would have to be made 
to this year’s budget. 

“There are a lot of fac¬ 
tors that affect oil prices.... 
We just make corrections 
throughout the year.”

Local police score 
record hashish bust 


Crime. Authorities 
seeing increase in hash 
thanks to e-cigarettes, 
says inspector

Edmonton police have set yet 
another record for the province 
after a recent drug bust seized 
30 kilos of hashish — a mari¬ 
juana product used widely in 
e-cigarettes. 

This is the second sub¬ 
stantial hash bust made by 
the Alberta Law Enforcement 
Response Team (ALERT) in re-

cent months, following a bust 
in September where officers 
seized baked goods laced with 
hash and marijuana. 


ALERT Insp. Darcy Strang 
said police have seen a resur¬ 
gence of hashish in recent 
years, largely because of its use 
in e-cigarettes. 

“Years and years ago, hash 
was veiy popular in Edmonton 
and it waned in popularity into 
the years to come. It’s starting 
to have a little bit of a come¬ 
back now,” he said. 

“It’s a very potent version of 
marijuana and used to smoke 
in e-cigarettes or joints.” 

The investigation for the 
recent bust kicked off in May 
after a tip from Crime Stoppers. 

Police seized about $600,000 
worth of hashish. 

Craig Bendt Matthiessen, 
49, was arrested Oct. 1 at a 


west Edmonton storage locker 
and is charged with trafficking, 
possession of a controlled sub¬ 
stance and possession of pro¬ 
ceeds of crime. 

At the locker, police discov¬ 
ered the hashish, packaged 
and pressed in 30 one-kilogram 
bricks and stamped with a gold 
Rolls-Royce sign. 

ALERT also seized six pounds 
of marijuana and $5,000 in 
cash, along with packaging ma¬ 
terial used to sell the drugs. 

Strang said hashish is pro¬ 
duced by compressing mari¬ 
juana and is typically sourced 
from the Middle East and North 
Africa, but officers were unsure 
of where this particular hash 
was from.

While Alberta Health be¬ 
lieves it’s unlikely the prov¬ 
ince will have to deal with 
Ebola cases, provincial offi¬ 
cials insist they’re ready. 

The province’s laboratory 
can now test for the deadly 
virus and the province has 
designated the University 
of Alberta Hospital and 
the Stollery in Edmonton, 
as well as Calgary’s South 
Health Campus and the Al¬ 
berta Children’s Hospital as 
treatment centres. 

Chief Medical Officer of 
Health Dr. James Talbot said 
the province has to take the 


virus seriously, even if the 
risk is low. 

“We can’t rule it out and 
that’s the reason we’re tak¬ 
ing the kind of precautions 
that we’re taking,” he said. 

Two potential cases have 
popped up in Edmonton in 
the last few weeks, with one 
requiring a closure of the 
Royal Alexandra Hospital 
emergency room. 

Talbot said he believes 
the province can deal with 
it, but one of the challenges 
will be managing the rest of 
the system and potential Eb¬ 
ola cases at the same time. 

“We showed last year dur¬ 
ing the pandemic with H5N1 
virus that the Alberta system 


is pretty robust,” he said. 

Talbot said the coming flu 
season is going to be a chal¬ 
lenge, because more people 
may present with symptoms 
that could be Ebola. 

“It certainly will make 
the job harder, because 
there will be people pre¬ 
senting with fever and there 
will be more people who 
have travelled with fever,” 
he said. 

HSAA president Elisabeth 
Ballermann, who represents 
paramedics, said her mem¬ 
bers are concerned about a 
lack of training. 

“We’ve had a couple of 
incidents where patients 
who were possibly infected 
were transported and our 
members have found a lack 
in the protocols out there,” 
she said. 

Talbot said the province 
is working hard to make 
sure front-line staff have 
the training and equipment 
they need and have offered 
counseling support. 


LitFest expected to be big with local fans

“I 
think the number of writers 
in Edmonton is growing but 
also the number of writers 
that are aware of each other 
is also growing.”

The wheels are in motion on a 
proposal to bring city services 
to you, with a mobile city hall. 

The proposed mobile city 
hall unit is in the idea stage, 
but the idea would be to have 
a truck that could offer city ser¬ 
vices in your neighbourhood. 

“At this point it’s a hypoth¬ 


esis and we believe that reach¬ 
ing people where they are, es¬ 
pecially when Edmontonians 
are such busy people, creates 
greater access,” said Jason Dar- 
rah with the city’s office of 
public engagement. 

Darrah said the truck might 
be able to offer up libraiy cards 
or pet licences and could also 
have information on zoning 
changes or other planning 
issues. 

The office of Great Neigh¬ 
bourhoods is also involved in 
the project. Darrah said the 
city does a lot of open houses 
and invites people in, but this 
would be more about out¬ 
reach. 

“This is a concept we’re 


exploring to do the reverse; to 
take the city to the people,” he 
said. 

Several other cities have 
tried the idea, including Bos¬ 
ton. Danielle Valle FitzGerald, 
the director of that city’s City 
Hall to Go program said it’s 
been working veiy well. 

“People have really de¬ 
veloped a sense of loyalty to it. 
I have joked that we now have 
City Hall to Go groupies, which 
means the world to me,” she 
said. 

According to Valle FitzGer¬ 
ald, with Boston’s geography, 
getting to city hall can take an 
hour for some people and this 
service saves citizens a lot of 
time. 


Grits plan to push again 
for Gay Straight Alliances 


Alberta Liberal MLA Laurie 
Blakeman is planning again 
to push for school boards 
to support Gay Straight Alli¬ 
ances in their schools. 

Blakeman announced 
Wednesday she intends to 
introduce a bill in the fall 
session of the legislature 
mandating GSAs. 

She said it simply doesn’t 
make sense for school boards 
to wait on such an important 
issue. 

“We know that the over¬ 
whelming suicide rate in 
young males is connected 
to sexual orientation and 


gender identity,” she said. 

Liberal MLA Kent Hehr 
introduced a motion in the 
last session on the issue and 
Blakeman said since then the 
conversation has continued. 

“There has been a lot of 
talk since then and what I 
keep hearing from people is 
that this is just a matter of 
time,” she said. 

Kris Wells, co-director 
of the Institute for Sexual 
Minority Studies & Services 
at the University of Alberta, 
said the motion in the last 
term should have been a 
wake-up call for school 



boards. 

“School boards had a 
chance in the last five or six 
months to do this and they 
failed,” he said.

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Work woes Taxpayers’ 
association takes aim 
at Edmonton’s sick days 


City workers are sick more 
often than their private sec¬ 
tor counterparts, according to 
new data from the Canadian 
Taxpayers Federation, but the 
city says those numbers don’t 
tell the whole story. 

According to the CTF, Ed¬ 
monton city workers file an 
average of 8.6 sick days per 
year, well above the 5.6 in 
the private sector and the 6.8 
sick days booked by City of 
Calgaiy employees. 

CTF Alberta director Derek 
Fildebrandt said “there are 
only two inevitable conclu¬ 
sions” one can draw from the 
numbers. 

“Either people working 
for government are taking 
more sick days than they ac¬ 
tually need, or working for 
the government is veiy bad 
for your health,” he said. 

Mircea Fagarasanu, the 
city’s director of Corporate 
Safety and Disability Manage¬ 
ment, said the city’s number 
is trending down for sick 
days, as well as long-term dis¬ 
ability claims and worker’s 
compensation claims. 

He said compared to both 
private and public large or¬ 
ganizations, the city fares 
well and comparing the city 
to the entire private sector 
doesn’t show the true pic¬ 



ture. 

“The average for large 
employers in Canada is 9.5 
days. We are below that and 
also when we look at public 
employers in Canada we are 
below that number too,” he 
said. 

Mayor Don Iveson said he 
hadn’t read the CTF’s report, 
but was confident the city 
was working to address the 
problem. 

“If we have an oppor¬ 
tunity to reduce it through 
healthy workplace initiatives 
and other HR practices then 
there’s a focus on it,” he said.

Noseworthy said the idea 
to create the sanctuary was 
inspired by the number of 
dogs the group encounters 
that need a place to live, but 
aren’t suitable to be adopted. 

“Some of these dogs, 
they’re not bad dogs but 


they’re not dogs for the 
average person. They still 
deserve a place to live,” she 
said. 

“Our whole core group 
feels very strongly about 
(not euthanizing),” said 
Noseworthy. “It does limit 
the amount of dogs we can 
take in and that’s where the 
idea for the sanctuary has 
come about.” 

To make sure every ani¬ 
mal has a happy place to 
live, the group is raising 
money to kick off the first 
phase of a sanctuary where 
pups not suitable for adop¬ 
tion can live out their life 
and work with trainers for 
rehabilitation. 

The group’s first pup des¬ 


tined for the sanctuary is 
Cookie, a three-year-old pit 
bull found abandoned in a 
hotel room in Nislcu, said 
Noseworthy. 

“She has been very fear¬ 
ful from the day we got her. 
She’s very under-socialized. 
She’s terrified of people 
most of the time,” Nose¬ 
worthy said, adding Cookie 
is a very sweet girl. 

Pit Bulls for Life saw 
roughly 100 dogs last year. 
With a new sanctuary, Nose¬ 
worthy said the group could 
have helped much 
more.

If a picture says a thousand 
words, then the Edmonton 
Bike Coalition is sending a 
wave of messages to city hall 
through their latest project.

tral neighbourhoods.” 

The group is planning 
an event for November to 
get people involved in their 
cause and photomosaic after 
having a soft launch of their 
website Tuesday to spark

Calgary expects electricity 
to be restored Thursday 


Electricity is now expected to 
be restored to 18 square blocks 
of downtown Calgaiy by 5 a.m. 
Thursday, although city officials 
cautioned displaced residents 
to wait until a bit later in the 
day to start returning home. 

“Things have been going 
better than expected,” Mayor 
Naheed Nenshi said late Wed¬ 
nesday afternoon, as crews con¬ 
tinued to work on rebuilding 
electrical infrastructure wiped 
out by an underground fire Sat¬ 
urday night. 

Enmax, the city-owned 
power utility, initially antici¬ 
pated restoring electricity by 
midday on Thursday, but that 
time frame was bumped up as 
work progressed. 

The mayor cautioned, how¬ 
ever: “Once we’re re-energized, 


there will be some drama.” 

He urged downtown resi¬ 
dents to not return immedi¬ 
ately once power is restored, 
as buildings still need to be 
checked by city inspectors and 
then by individual property 
managers before residents can 
move back in. 

“Give them time and some 
space to let all of this happen,” 
Nenshi said. As to the cause of 
the fire, he said, “We genuinely 
don’t know much.” 

Enmax CEO Gianna Manes 
said the investigation continues 
but it will likely be some time 
before any answers are avail¬ 
able. 

“The expectation is that it 
will be longer than a month,” 
Manes said of the process.

Contract negotiations 


Health-care 
workers call for 
Mandeltostepup 

More than 100 front-line 
health-care workers marched 
in front of Health Minister 
Stephen Mandel’s campaign 
office Wednesday, shouting 
for the former Edmonton 
mayor to intervene in con¬ 
tract negotiations. 

After talks between the 
province and the Health Sci¬ 
ences Association of Alberta 
were stalled last week, HSAA 
president Elisabeth Baller- 
mann said it’s time for the 
new minister to give Alberta 


Health Services a straight¬ 
forward directive. 

“We’re here to tell 
Stephen Mandel, who is 
our health minister who is 
not elected, Alberta Health 
Services needs to get a man¬ 
date from government to 
negotiate with 17,000 of our 
members who are waiting for 
a contract,” she said. 

The two sides had been 
negotiating since March for 
a new contract that would 
impact the province’s physio¬ 
therapists, pharmacists, 
paramedics and others. 

Mandel is currently 
running for the Edmonton- 
Whitemud seat in the Oct. 27 
byelections.

A not-so-mice surprise. 

N.B. man in ‘disbelief 
after he says he found a 
mouse in his coffee cup 


Ron Morais takes his McDon¬ 
ald’s coffee black: no cream, no 
milk. And certainly no mouse. 

The New Brunswick man is 
looking for answers from the 
fast-food giant after saying he 
found a dead rodent at the bot¬ 
tom of his McDonald’s coffee. 

Morais, who lives in New 
Maryland, said he ordered the 
medium black coffee Monday 
from a McDonald’s in nearby 
Fredericton on his way to work. 

The 57-year-old said he 
didn’t notice anything unusual 
until he popped the lid off to 
enjoy the last few sips. 

“It was disbelief,” he said. 
“And then, ‘Oh my God! There’s 
a mouse in my cup!”’ 

Morais said the small mouse 
was wedged in the bottom of 
the cup with what appeared 
to be rodent feces. He said it 
was too tiny to notice the extra 
weight, but there was no doubt 
about what it was. 

“Tail, whiskers, sort of dark 
grey or almost brown,” he said. 
“The way it was situated in the 
coffee cup, the nose 


was squished up against one 
side and its butt against the 
other. So it was almost like 
it was stuck to the bottom 
of the cup because it wasn’t 
moving around.” 

He said one co-worker 
peered inside the cup and 
thought Morais was pulling an 
early Halloween prank with a 
fake mouse. Another colleague 
turned green, he said. 

“When she looked she al¬ 
most woofed her cookies,” he 
said. “I felt a little queasy my¬ 
self.” 

McDonald’s Canada said 
it takes allegations involving 
cleanliness and sanitation ser¬ 
iously and that upon learning 
of the situation, the local fran¬ 
chisee immediately began an 
investigation, including 
working with the local 
public health 
authority. Both the 
health authority and 
an independent 
inspection by a pest 
control company 
found no evidence 
of pest problems 
in or outside the 
restaurant, 

McDonald’s Canada 
said. 

“We are 
continuing to 


investigate this isolated in¬ 
cident and have reached out 
to the customer to obtain the 
product sample,” McDonald’s 
Canada said in a statement. 

Morais, who said he has a 
“cast-iron stomach,” said he 
went to the hospital on the ad¬ 
vice of his boss to get checked 
out, but was sent home and 
told to come back if he felt sick. 

He said the cup and mouse 
were kept in a freezer at his 
home until being picked up by 
a representative from McDon¬ 
ald’s. 

Morais said he doesn’t want 
anything from McDonald’s be¬ 
sides an explanation. He’s had 
no ill effects from drinking the 
coffee, except for losing his ap¬ 
petite for a fast-food caffeine

Man says he 
assaulted dentist 
with tire iron to 
get free dental 
care in prison 

A Pennsylvania man says 
he assaulted his dentist 
with a tire iron because he 
couldn’t afford dental treat¬ 


ment and knew he’d get it 
in prison. 

The Erie Times-News 
reports 30-year-old Philip 
Kienholz offered the ex¬ 
planation Tuesday when he 
was sentenced to 16 months 
to four years in state prison. 

The Erie man had 
pleaded guilty but mentally 
ill in September to charges 
of aggravated assault and 
possessing an instrument of 
crime. 


Erie police say Kienholz 
cornered the dentist while 
he was treating a juvenile 
patient, then hit the doctor 
in the wrist with the tire 
iron before running away. 

At the time, police said 
Kienholz indicated he at¬ 
tacked the dentist because 
he was angry that the 
dentist wanted to prescribe 
antibiotics rather than pull 
an infected tooth.

• Tragic Saturday. In June 
2012 , the rooftop park¬ 
ing deck, after decades 
of penetrating, rust-caus¬ 
ing water compromising 
it, finally crashed down.

Elliot Lake mall report shows 
decades of neglect: Belanger 


Algo Centre inquiry. 

Findings show poor 
construction, dishonest 
owners, engineers and 
inspectors contributed 
to 2012 roof collapse 


Decades of incompetence, neg¬ 
lect, greed and dishonesty by 
successive owners, engineers 
and municipal officials led to 
the deadly cave-in of a northern 
Ontario mall two years ago, a 
judicial inquiiy reported. 

Released Wednesday, the 
report is a scathing indictment 
of those who allowed the Algo 
Centre Mall to rust to the point 
of collapse. Commissioner Paul 
Belanger pulled few punches in 
holding those responsible to ac¬ 
count. 

“Although it was rust that 
defeated the structure of the 
Algo mall, the real stoiy behind 
the collapse is one of human, 
not material, failures,” Bel¬ 
anger told scores of residents at 
a community centre. 

“Some of these failings were 


minor, some were not; they 
ranged from apathy, neglect 
and indifference through medi¬ 
ocrity, ineptitude and incompe¬ 
tence, to outright greed, obffis- 
cation and duplicity.” 

What is clear is the disaster 
began unfolding in the 1970s. 
The mall, Belanger concludes, 
was “doomed to early failure” 
while still in its planning stages. 

Putting parking on the roof 
was a bad idea. A defective roof 
design — using an untested 
combination of materials — 
made matters much worse. 

“The system was a dismal 
failure from the moment it was 
installed,” the report states. 

Ironically, the mall seldom 
lacked for professional over¬ 
sight from architects and engin¬ 
eers, with 30 visits, inspections 
and reports over its 33-year life. 

However, the scrutiny never 
translated into a proper fix for 
the leaks that prompted some 
to dub the centre the “Algo 
Falls.” No one appeared to real¬ 
ize how severely the rust would 
compromise the integrity of 
the structural steel. 

Some of the engineers in¬ 
volved simply forgot the “moral 


and ethical foundation” of their 
vocation and, Belanger con¬ 
cludes, were more concerned 
with pandering to clients than 
with protecting the public. 

“Their inspections were so... 
incomplete as to be essentially 
meaningless,” he said. 

The commissioner was par¬ 
ticularly critical of Robert (Bob) 
Wood, the engineer who signed 
off on the health of the mall 
weeks before it collapsed. His 
work and conduct, Belanger 
says, were “markedly inferior.” 

Wood, who faces criminal 
charges in connection with the 
collapse, said he falsified his re¬ 
port to appease the owner. 

According to the commis¬ 
sion, the mall’s various owners 
hid the problems, then tried to 
sell their way out of them when 
patchwork fixes failed. Profit 
considerations trumped all 
other concerns, Belanger said. 

In all, the report from the 
$20-million inquiry makes 71 
recommendations, including 
setting minimum maintenance 
standards for buildings, beefed- 
up inspections, and expanded 
emergency response capability.

Local effort 


Emergency 
response 
team praised 

Belanger is effusive in his 
praise for the initial local 
emergency response. His 
view of the provincial heavy 
urban search and rescue 
team that was called in — 
despite the good intentions 
and courage of its members 
— is far more jaundiced. 

The team deployed 
without sufficient numbers, 
without a proper plan or 
command structure, and 
treated family members and 
the community poorly, he 
says. 

They also ignored an 
offer of help from experi¬ 
enced mine rescuers. 

They called off the 
search due to the dangerous 
conditions instead of simply 
putting the effort on hold 
while they considered all 


other options. 

The rescue effort, he 
says, was not a model others 
should strive to emulate. 

“Ontario’s urban search 
and rescue system needs a 
careful re-examination to 
provide better overall cover¬ 
age and quality of service,” 
Belanger concludes. 

He does, however, 
praise then-premier Dalton 
McGuinty for getting the 
rescue effort restarted. 

Provincial police said 
they had made improve¬ 
ments to their crisis re¬ 
sponse, including manda- 
toiy training for major 
critical incident teams who 
are now deployed through¬ 
out the province 

In response to the 
report’s release, the Ontario 
government promised a 
quick review of the recom¬ 
mendations to ensure the 
province is better prepared 
for any emergency.

A top federal health official 
said Wednesday that a Texas 
nurse exposed to the Ebola 
virus should never have taken 
a flight from Cleveland to the 
Dallas area. She has now been 
diagnosed with Ebola and offi¬ 
cials are now contacting other 
passengers on the plane. 

“The level of risk to people 
around her would be ex¬ 
tremely low,” said Dr. Tom 
Frieden, director of the Cen¬ 
ters for Disease Control and 
Prevention. 

The worker is the second 
to be infected after treating 
a Liberian man who died of 
Ebola last week. 


Frieden says the health 
care worker travelled to Ohio 
before she knew that the first 
nurse had been diagnosed. 
The unidentified nurse flew 
to Cleveland on Friday, the 


same day a colleague, nurse 
Nina Pham, was hospitalized. 
Pham’s diagnosis with Ebola 
was disclosed on Sunday. 

The second nurse returned 
to Texas on Monday on Fron¬ 


tier Airlines Flight 1143 from 
Cleveland to Dallas-Fort 
Worth with 132 other passen¬ 
gers, according to the CDC. 

The airplane’s crew said 
she had no symptoms of Eb¬ 


ola during her return flight 
on Monday. But Tuesday mor¬ 
ning she developed a fever 
and on Tuesday night tested 
positive for Ebola.

Indian forces fired into the 
Pakistan-administered por¬ 
tion of the disputed Himalay¬ 
an region of Kashmir, wound¬ 
ing four children Tuesday 
night, Pakistan’s militaiy said 
Wednesday, a sign of increas¬ 
ing tensions between the two 
nuclear-armed rivals.

Prisoner sues B.C. 
saying he slipped 
on urine thrown 
into his cell 

A British Columbia man 
who claims he slipped in 
urine that was thrown 
into his prison cell has 
filed a lawsuit against the 
province seeking $25,000 
plus court fees. 

Shane Jeurissen says 
in his notice of claim that 
he was in the segrega¬ 
tion unit of the Kamloops 
Regional Correctional 
Centre on July 24 when 
two inmates tossed a 
container of urine into 
his cell. 

Jeurissen, 43, says in 
the court document that 
he “slipped on the urine 
inside the cell and fell to 
the ground,” suffering 
injuries to his back and 
knee. 

The long-term offender 
with a violent histoiy 
claims a corrections of¬ 
ficer then made him clean 
up the urine without 
protective equipment.

Reeva Steenkamp’s cousin 
sobbed while testifying Wed¬ 
nesday how she first heard on 
a car radio that Oscar Pistorius 
had killed his girlfriend. 

Kim Martin said she had 
“hoped to God” that Pistorius 
was cheating on her cousin and 
that the young woman he had 
shot at his home was not Reeva. 

“They hadn’t confirmed the 
name, they said his girlfriend,” 
Martin recalled of the early- 
morning news broadcast. “I 
was trying to phone her (Reeva) 
and she wasn’t answering and I 
was screaming at my husband.” 

Martin, who said she was 
close to Steenkamp, went to 
her mother’s house where she 
learned her cousin had been 
killed by the Olympic athlete. 


“The doors opened and my 
mother was hysterical and 
that’s when I knew it was true,” 
Martin said. “That was for me 
the end of the world. Eveiy- 
thing was just a blur from then 
onwards.” 


The emotional testimony 
during Pistorius’ sentencing 
hearing caused the judge to 
rule a brief adjournment when 
Martin began ciying. Her testi¬ 
mony dealt in detail for the first 
time at the months-long trial 


with the life of Steenkamp, a 
29-year-old model and law 
graduate, and the impact her 
Valentine’s Day killing had on 
her family. 

“We were all, ‘Why, why, 
why Reeva?”’ Martin said. 


She said Steenkamp’s killing 
“ruined our whole family.” 

Steenkamp was shot mul¬ 
tiple times by Pistorius through 
a toilet cubicle door in his 
home in the pre-dawn hours of 
Feb. 14, 2013. 

The runner was found guilty 
of culpable homicide for negli¬ 
gently killing her, but acquit¬ 
ted of murder after claiming 
he mistook Steenkamp for an 
intruder. 

Martin was the first witness 
called by prosecutors for sen¬ 
tencing and the first relative of 
Steenkamp to give testimony in 
the case. Martin said she want¬ 
ed to be “Reeva’s voice” after 
Steenkamp’s parents, Barry 
and June, decided they were too 
emotional to testify. 

Judge Tholcozile Masipa will 
decide Pistorius’ punishment 
and has wide latitude. The 
judge could order the former 
star athlete to pay a fine and 
go under house arrest, or she 
could send him to prison for up 
to 15 years, the associated press

Former Minnesota 

nurse. He encouraged 
an 18-year-old 
Canadian university 
student to kill herself 


A former Minnesota nurse 
who admitted going online 
and encouraging an English 
man and a Canadian woman 
to kill themselves is headed 
to jail. 

William Melchert-Dinlcel 
was ordered Wednesday to 
serve 178 days. 

He was sentenced to 
three years in prison, but he 
won’t have to serve the pris¬ 
on term if he complies with 
conditions of probation that 
include the jail time. 

The 52-year-old was con¬ 
victed in September of one 
count of assisting a suicide 
and one count of attempting 
to assist a suicide in the 
deaths of Mark Drybrough, 
32, of Coventry, England, 
and Nadia Kajouji, 18, of 
Brampton, Ont. 

The convictions came 
after the Minnesota Su¬ 



preme Court narrowed the 
state’s assisted-suicide law 
and reversed earlier convic¬ 
tions. 

Kajouji jumped into a fro¬ 
zen river in 2008. She was a 
student at Carleton Univer¬ 
sity in Ottawa at the time. 
Drybrough hanged himself 
in 2005. 

Melchert-Dinlcel told the 
judge presiding over the case 
that he was sorry for his ac¬ 
tions.

Death of Tina Fontaine’s father 
led her astray, courtroom hears 


A Winnipeg courtroom is hear¬ 
ing more details about the 
downward spiral of a 15-year 
old girl whose body was pulled 
from the Red River in August. 

A sentencing hearing for 
two men who killed Tina Fon¬ 
taine’s father, Eugene, has been 
told the teen lost her way after 
the killing. 


Eugene Fontaine was beat¬ 
en to death in October 2011 
by two men he had consumed 
drugs and alcohol with on the 
Saglceeng First Nation north¬ 
east of Winnipeg 

Nicholas Abraham and 
Jonathan Starr have pleaded 
guilty to manslaughter and the 
Crown is seeking 10-year sen¬ 


tences for each of them. 

In a victim impact state¬ 
ment, Tina Fontaine’s great- 
aunt and uncle say Tina “start¬ 
ed drifting away” after losing 
her father. One of Tina’s aunts 
said the teen “was not able to 
cope at all.” 

The girl’s family has already 
said Tina was a bright girl who 


fell into trouble after moving to 
Winnipeg earlier this year. 

They say she frequently ran 
away from social workers while 
she was in the care of family 
services, and disappeared one 
week before her body, wrapped 
in plastic bag, was found in the 
water. Police have not made 
any arrests, the Canadian press

NAIT 
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North Korea 
touts human 
rights record 


'Nothing to hide.' 

Exercise in reputation 
burnishing comes on 
heels of UN report 
critical of the regime 


North Korea on Wednesday 
circulated a draft UN resolu¬ 
tion praising its own human 
rights record in a rare effort 
to counter the international 
community’s growing con¬ 
demnation of the way it 
treats its people. 

In a closed meeting, doz¬ 
ens of diplomats sat in silence 
after the North handed out 
copies, said it has “nothing to 
hide” and invited questions 
and comments. 


China, Pyongyang’s top 
ally, finally broke the silence 
and said it strongly opposes 
resolutions that interfere in a 
country’s internal affairs and 
hurt mutual trust. 

The European Union and 
Japan have teamed up on 
a separate resolution that 
sharply criticizes North 
Korea’s human rights record. 

The EU told the North 
Koreans that Pyongyang’s 
recent contacts with EU offi¬ 
cials have been welcome, but 
that doesn’t mean its resolu¬ 
tion criticizing the North will 
be withdrawn. 

No diplomat commented 
on the draft resolution in 
the meeting, which broke 
up after just 20 minutes. 
The North Koreans said com¬ 


ments are welcome until the 
end of the month. “Don’t 
hesitate to contact me,” one 
said. 

The draft was not circulat¬ 
ed publicly. In a letter to dip¬ 
lomats circulated last week, 
North Korea said its resolu¬ 
tion for the U.N. General As¬ 
sembly would mention the 
countiy’s free education and 
medical systems and the “re¬ 
cent positive measures” to 
improve relations with South 
Korea. 

North Korea has taken 
the unusual approach of 
promoting its rights record 
in the months since a U.N. 
commission of inquiry report 
was harshly critical of the im¬ 
poverished, reclusive regime.

Polar-bear hunt 
quotas slashed 

Inuit and Cree hunters 
have agreed to slash their 
polar bear quotas for 
Canada’s southernmost 
population of the mighty 
Arctic predator. 

Scientists say the old al¬ 
lowable harvest of 60 bears 
in the southern Hudson 
Bay region was unsustain¬ 
able. But Inuit say they 
agreed to cut their hunt 
back to 45 mostly over 
fears of an international 
backlash against Canada’s 
management policy. 

“We keep saying there’s 
too many bears out there, 
but the biologists don’t 
seem to understand that,” 
said Paul Imgaut of Nuna¬ 
vut Tunngavilc Inc., the 
group that administers the 
Nunavut land claim. 

He said hunters feared 
that if they hadn’t agreed 
to reduce the southern 
Hudson Bay hunt, Environ¬ 
ment Canada would ban 
the export of skins from 
those particular bears in an 
effort to prevent the entire 
trade from being forbid¬ 
den.

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Sarkeesian critical 
of school’s relaxed 
safety measures 


Gun violence. 

Canadian blogger got 
mass shooting threats, 
but Utah State refused 
to prevent people 
from carrying firearms 
into her lecture 


Canadian feminist and 
media critic Anita Sarkees¬ 
ian has been forced to can¬ 
cel a lecture in Utah after 
an anonymous threat prom¬ 
ised a “Montreal Massacre- 
style attack” if the event 
went forward. 

Sarkeesian — whose 
Feminist Frequency blog 
critiques how women are 
portrayed in popular culture 
and video games — was set 
to speak at Utah State Uni¬ 
versity Wednesday evening. 
However, school officials 


received a threatening email 
Monday, vowing to carry out 
a mass shooting unless the 
lecture was cancelled. 

According to the Stan¬ 
dard Examiner in Ogden, 
Utah, the threats directly 
referenced the 1989 shoot¬ 
ing at Montreal’s Ecole 
Polytechnique. In that in¬ 
cident, 25-year-old Marc 
Lepine announced he was 
“fighting feminism” before 
murdering 14 women at the 
school. 

The author of the email 
referred to Sarkeesian as 
“a craven little whore” and 
boasted about possessing “a 
semi-automatic rifle, mul¬ 
tiple pistols, and a collec¬ 
tion of pipe bombs.” 

The university had vowed 
to increase security at the 
event, but Sarkeesian can¬ 
celled after learning the 
audience would be allowed 
to carry concealed firearms 
in accordance with state law. 



“It’s sort of mindbog- 
gling to me that they 
couldn’t take efforts to 
make sure there were no 
guns in an auditorium that 
was threatened with guns 
and a mass shooting,” Sar¬ 
keesian said. “I don’t under¬ 
stand how they could be so 
cut-and-dried about it.”

When will Canada 
get HBO standalone 
streaming service? 


Not for a while. 

The service is likely a 
no-go in Canada, at least 
until licences with Corus 
and Bell expire in 2018 


HBO’s plans to launch a 
stand-alone streaming ser¬ 
vice in the United States — 
that will let viewers sidestep 
their cable company to watch 
popular shows like Game of 
Thrones and True Detective 
— may signal a huge setback 
for the Canadian companies 
that currently carry the pro¬ 
grams. 

While the service won’t 
be available in Canada im¬ 
mediately, it demonstrates 
the U.S. company is prepared 


to follow a growing number 
of viewers who are cancel¬ 
ling their cable in favour of 
services such as Netflix. 

The announcement by 
HBO, which plans to launch 
its “over-the-top” next year, 
increases the possibility it 
will make inroads into Can¬ 
ada, RBC Capital Markets 


analyst Drew McReynolds 
writes in a note. 

But it’ll still take several 
years because new HBO pro¬ 
gramming is under an ex¬ 
clusive licence in Canada to 
Corus Entertainment and 
Bell Media, until 2018, Mc¬ 
Reynolds says.

It’s been four years since the 
last Shopaholic book. Why so 
long? 

I was veiy eager to write 
another Shopaholic book, but I 
was also eager to write I’ve Got 
Your Number and Wedding 
Night, two stand-alone novels 
I’ve written in between. Oh, 
and I had a baby along the way. 
Hence the slight delay. 

How did you come up with 
the idea? 

Sending Becky to Hollywood 
is an idea I’ve been mulling on 
for ages — especially since I 
was involved in the Shopaholic 
movie. All the time I was on 
set or in L.A., I kept thinking, 
“What would Becky do? How 
would she react to LA.?” I 
knew she would go on quite a 
journey and I couldn’t wait to 
write it. 

Shopaholic To The Stars has a 
deep theme of how women’s 
work is valued versus their 
husband’s work. Is this a dis¬ 
cussion you wanted to spark? 

I never write any scenes delib¬ 
erately to provoke discussion, 
but I do try to reflect reality as 
I see it. The struggle for any 
family to balance its breadwin¬ 
ning and parenting needs is 
definitely a big issue of today. 
Becky and Luke have a veiy 
real dilemma. They want to 
support each other, follow 
their individual ambitions, but 
remain a tight family unit. It’s 
a tough task and I don’t think 
there are any easy answers. 

Has writing about Becky 
changed since the first book? 

Becky has changed and grown 
and the world has moved on. 
When I started writing the first

Shopaholic book, debt was not 
the topical subject it is today — 
in fact, I feel like I was ahead 
of the curve! Now we are all 
veiy aware — not just of our 
own personal debt but of our 
nations’ debts. The financial 
crisis shook us all up and it 
was weirdly satisfying writing 
Becky’s response to it in Mini 
Shopaholic. 

I think the world has been 
through its own shopaholic 
journey — borrow, spend, 
regret it, pay the price. We’re 
all a bit wiser now, and Becky 
is, too. 


You were one of the first 
authors whose books were 
labelled chick lit. Was that a 
label you embraced? 

I’m fairly relaxed about the 
phrase chick lit, partly because 
it’s so nebulous. What does it 
even mean, exactly? No one 
seems sure. But I do think it’s 
a shame to categorize a reader- 
ship as all-female before you 
even begin. I know I have some 
male readers, even if they hide 
the books behind sports maga¬ 
zines. So I’d prefer romantic 
comedy, or the label I saw in a 
bookshop once: wit lit. 

Has the way you write to 
women or the book business 
changed over time? 

When I write, I don’t really 
think about “writing to 
women” or the book market. 

I think that would distract me 
and anyway, I don’t believe in 
trying to second-guess readers 
or markets. I just tell a stoiy, 
in the best way I can, trying 
to write the book that I’d 
love to read myself. I haven’t 
deliberately changed my style, 
although I have obviously no¬ 
ticed trends coming and going 
around me. 

You leave things a bit open- 
ended in this book. Can you 
reveal what may happen next 
to Becky? 

It was a lot of fun writing the 
end of Shopaholic To The Stars. 
While much of the story is tied 
up, there is a bit of a cliff- 
hanger — I’m a sucker for a 
cliffhanger — but don’t wony, 
I’m hard at work writing the 
sequel. 

Let’s just say that Becky is on 
the road.

Brush up on refinishing. 

Give second-hand 
furniture new life with 
5 tips from DIY blogger 
Miss Mustard Seed 


For Marian Parsons, a hobby 
reviving old furniture bom out 
of necessity about 15 years ago 
blossomed into a burgeoning 
business. The Pennsylvania 
entrepreneur and writer be¬ 
hind the interior design blog 
Miss Mustard Seed shares tips 
on how to give pre-loved furni¬ 
ture a facelift. 

l. Start small. 

“I think if you’re just starting 
out, I would always suggest 
to people to start with a piece 
that’s cheap or free,” said Par¬ 
sons. “That gives you a chance 
to experiment, to learn, be¬ 
cause your first piece isn’t al¬ 
ways going to turn out great.” 

Rather than opting for a siz¬ 
able piece, Parsons suggested 
starting small with a stool, 
ottoman or a dining chair — 
“something that you can fin¬ 
ish in a day and celebrate that 
victory before you move on to 
something else.” 

2. Ensure structure is sound. 

“Just because something is 
cheap, don’t be tempted to 
buy it just because it’s cheap,” 


said Parsons. “There are some 
pieces that are going to be be¬ 
yond your ability to repair. 

“So unless you know some¬ 
one who can do it or you hap¬ 
pen to know how to do it, don’t 
buy a piece that’s going to be 
too difficult for you to fix.” 

There are instances where 
a little low-tech tinkering may 
do the trick. For example, if 
dresser drawers don’t slide in 
and out with ease, Parsons said 
rubbing wooden runners with 
candle wax can help reduce 
friction. 

3. Embrace surface flaws. 

While it’s essential to ensure 
the piece is sturdy, Parsons 
said surface flaws that can be 
altered should be seen as a sell¬ 
ing point. 

“If the finish is a wreck or 
the paint colour is awful or the 
knobs are tacky, those are the 
things that you want to look 
for because those are things 
that a lot of people will over¬ 
look,” she said. 

A piece with worn uphol- 
steiy that is free of stains or 
foul odours can be a great can¬ 
didate for a fresh slipcover and 
reupholsteiy, she added. 

4. Use the right tools. 

Parsons said the appropriate 
choices of sandpaper, bmshes 
and paint are key in helping 
personalize a pre-loved piece. 

If the piece’s original finish 
has a shine, Parsons said she 



ir* 



“almost always” suggests sand¬ 
ing first. 

“That doesn’t mean strip¬ 
ping off that finish. It just 
means veiy lightly rubbing a 
piece of sandpaper over the en¬ 
tire piece,” she said. “What that 
does is it creates small scratch¬ 
es in the finish that gives the 
paint something to cling to. It 
really helps with adhesion and 
when you prep the surface, you 


get a better end result.” 

A high-quality paintbrush is 
essential for application to fur¬ 
niture. Parsons said she likes 
using a five-centimetre (two- 
inch) angled bmsh. “What that 
allows you to do is to really get 
into the comers because the 
bmsh is angled, and it also 
allows you to create straight 
lines.” 

On her website, Parsons of¬ 


fers a breakdown of the pros 
and cons of various types of 
paint. As for her personal pro¬ 
jects, when she isn’t using her 
own line of Milk Paint, she 
likes aciylic for decorative pur¬ 
poses. 

5. Don’t make every piece 
look alike. 

Once you’ve honed your re- 
finishing, reupholstering and 


refurbishing skills, you may 
use the same tools and ap¬ 
proach in future, but Parsons 
recommends giving each piece 
a distinct look. 

“I would suggest painting 
them in different finishes, mix¬ 
ing wood, mixing paint finish¬ 
es, different fabrics. That way 
it stays interesting and it looks 
like the room was collected 
over time.” the Canadian press
